MICHIGAN MINE HORROR.

Brave Mem Seck 1o Hescue Their Com
rades Entombed - Baffled by Smoke and
(F.TH

Calumet, Mich,, Sopt. 9.—Ten miners
went down the southernmost shaft of
the Osceola mine this morning. The
men  were  especially  selected from
among the fearless and experlenced
workmen habltuated to  breathing
powder gmoke and foul air. Thg party
dedcended In the sKip, or iron car, used
In bringing up rock from the mine to
the twenty-fourth level, and managed
to press north on that level to within
250 feet of the shuft next south of the
burning one. At that point two of the
party were overcome by the gas, and to
save adding fresh vietims to the al-
ready long list, the rellef expedition
turned back. In No. 1 shaft, at the
other end of the mine, o simllar at-
tempt was mnde by a carefully organ-
ized purty similar to the first, but at a
depth of only 250 feet down the shaft
smoke was met in such volume that it
wus foolhardy to descend further, and
the miners gulckly came to the sur-
fuce,

The experlence of the rescuing par-
ties who are in Nos. 1 and 6, where the
smoke would naturally be met with in
the least quantities, renders It certain
that the entire mine I8 now filled with
it, and cuts off the last hope that the
mizsing men may have been able to
preserve thelr lives. Hesculng parties
will be sent down as frequently as pos-
sible to test the conditlon of the mine,
It will probably be several days before
the mine will be clear of amoke, even
If the fire has gone out, which Ia quite
doubtful, It Is now positively known
that twenty-nine men and boys were
caught In the mine, Nineteen of the
men were marchad,

Rallroads Washed Out; Crops Are Ruined
and Immense Rulldings Are Razed.
Hallstones as Large ns Eggs
in Wellsboro,

Pittshurg, Kan., Sept, 9.—Never have
guch rains been known here as have
fullen for the past three days, The
whole country Is flooded, and the tracks
of &l railroads leading into the city ara
wished nway and trains delayed, Last
night's storm was a deln The Kan-
sas Clty, Plttsburg and Gulf rallroad
Is  probably  the worst sufferer. A
freight engine and five cars ran into a
wushout south of Neogha this morning
and  Fireman James Fitzmaurice s
burled  under the debris.  Engineer
John Ford and Brakeman Rowe have
been gotten out of the wreek, but are
dangerously hurt, The scene of the
aceident was usually a dry ravine,
bridged over, but It had been swollen
Into o raging torrent,

Ottawa, Kan,, Sept. 8.—The town of
Gridley, which has 400 inhabitants, in
Coffee county, 18 a4 wreek, (IMost of the
bulldings and all of the atock of goods
of every deseription are utterly rulned.
Yesterday a storm of wind and raln
burst on the town from the northwest,
Twelve Inches of water fell In an In-
credibly short time, This deluge coms-
pleted the destructlon that had not
becn accomplished by the wind, Strange
to say, with all the fiying debris, not a
person was reported Injured.

Among the cighty or ninety bulldings
which were razed to the ground were
the Methodist and Christlan churches
and the Odd Fellowa hall. No one can
vet get In from the country on account
of the waters.

Wellgboro, Pa., Sept. 9—The people of
this plaece this afternoon witnessed the
mosl remarkable hallstorm ever known
in this reglon, Large hall stones fell
und coversd the strecta with a conting
of lee, Many of the hallstones, by ac-
tual measurement, were fully five
inches In circumference,

Skylights were ruined, and large holes
were mude in tin roofs. The hall cut
the leaves from the trees and crops
were rulned In the path of the storm.
